HE federal farm loan act, popu­ 
larly called the “rural credit* 
law,'* was signed by the presL 


trust by the bank as security for the 
loans it makes through the association. 
If a 
prospective borrower has no

il. 
The primary purpose c l this act 
ta to promote agricultural prosper­ 
ity by enabling farmers to borrow 
:xnoney on farm mortgage security at a 
reasonable rate of interest and for rel­ 
atively long periods of time. To attain 
this object two farm mortgage systems 
are provided—first, a system operating 
through regional land batiks nnd, sec­ 
ond, a system operating through joint 
stock land banks. 
To attract mopey to the farm loan 
field the act provides a method where 
by those who have money to lend can 
find safe investm ents in the form of 
debentures or bonds of small and large 
denominations issued by the banks and 
based on the security of mortgages on 
farm lands. 
These two systems are to be under 
the general supervision of a fedora 
'farm loan board in the treasury depart 
rnent, composed of the secretary oi the 
"treasury as chairm an ex officio and four 
members appointed by the president 
This board lins authority to appoint til 
praisers, exam iners and registrars, win 
will be public officials. 


T he Federal Land B ank S y stem . 
Under the federal land bank system 
tho act provides for federal land banks, 
which m ake loans for tile first twelve 
months exclusively through local na­ 
tional farm loan associations composed 
o f borrowers. These associations shall 
(be shareholders in the banks, and in that 
Sway members who are borrowers will 
mhare in the profits of the bank. 
The 
nnoney for the loans is to come parti} 
[from the capital of the banks and part 


elation stock he may borrow the prto 
of that stock aa a part of the loan or 
his farm land. 
Under this plan, then, every borrower 
must be a stockholder in his local asso 
elation and every association a stock 
holder in its district bank. Each stock­ 
holder in an association Is “able for 
the acts of that association up to twice 
the amount of his stock. 


H ow L oans Are O btained. 
A member of a national farm loan as 
seriation before obtaining a loan must 
first fill out an application blank sup­ 
plied to the loan association by tile 
federal farm loan board. This applica­ 
tion blank and other necessary papers 
will then be referred to a loan commit­ 
tee of the association, which m ust ap 
praise the property offered as security. 
Such application as is approved by the 
loan committee Ls then forw arded to 
tho federal land bank and m ust be in­ 
vestigated and reported on by a sal­ 
aried appraiser of the bank before the 
loan is granted. 
This appraiser is re 
quired to investigate the solvency nnd 
character of the i>rospective borrower 
as well as the value of his land. When 
a loan is granted tile am ount is for 
warded to the borrower through the 
loan association. 
The act specifically defines the pur 
poses for which loans may be obtained. 
These are:

The loan m ust run for not less than 
five and not more than forty years. 
Every mortgage m ust provide for the 
repaym ent of the loan under an a m o r­ 
tization plan by means of a fixed num­ 
ber of annual or sem iannual install­ 
ments sufficient to meet all interest 
and pay off Hie debt by the end of the 
term of the loan. The installm ents re 
quired will be those published in amor­ 
tization tables to be prepared by the 
farm loan board.

N ational Farm Loan A ssociations. 
Tile act provides for the creation of 
local national farm loan associations, 
through which it is contemplated that 
■the federal land banks shall make their 
loans. 
In tire event that a local loan 
association is not found in any locality 
jwitbin a year, the federal farm loan 
board may authorize a federal land 
bank to make loans on farm land 
through approved agents. Ten or more 
(persons who own and cultivate farm 
land qualified as security for a mort 
gage loan under the act or who are 
about to own and cultivate such land 
m ay form such an association, provided 
the aggregate of tile loans desired bv 
tlie membership is not less than $20,000 
Each member m ust take stock in his 
association to an amount equivalent to 
O per cent of the am ount he wishes to 
borrow. 
This stock the association 
holds in trust as security for the mem­ 
ber's individual loan. The association 
In turn, when applying for money from 
the bank, must subscribe for stock in 
the bank to an am ount equivalent to 
per cent of the sum it wants to obtain 
;for its members. This stock is held in 


Rate P a id 
ro w er. 
No federal land bank is permitted to 
charge more than 0 per cent per annum 
on its farm mortgage loans, and in no 
case shall the interest charged on turin 
mortgages exceed by more than I per 
cent the rate paid on tile last issue of 
bonds. 
For example, if the bank pays only *1 
per cent on an issue of bonds, it can­ 
not charge more than 5 per cent for the 
next farm loans it makes. 
Out of this margin of not to exceed 
I per cent, together with such amounts 
as it can earn on its paid in cash cap­ 
ital, the bank must set aside certain re­ 
serves and meet all its exi>enses. Ari} 
balance or net profits can be distrib­ 
uted as dividends to the loan associ­ 
ations or other stockholders. The loan 
associations from their bank dividends, 
after setting aside the required re­ 
serves and meeting expenses, can de­ 
clare association dividends to their 
members. 
In this way the profits, lf 
any, will be distributed among the bor­ 
rowers and will to th at extent reduce 
the am ount of interest actually paid by 
them. 
The federal land banks are specifical­ 
ly prohibited from charging in connec­ 
tion with making a loan any fees or 
ccunmissions which are not authorized 
by the farm loan board.

ized fees need not be paid in advance 
I Tut may be made part of the loan. 


A m ortization Plan of R epaying Loans.

Funds A vailable For Loans. 
After a federal land bank has loaned 
to first mortgage $50,000 it can obtain 
permission from the farm loan board 
to 'issu e $50,000 in farm loan bonds 
based on these mortgages, sell such 
bonds in the open m arket and use the 
money thus obtained to lend on other 
mortgages. 
This process of lending on mortgages 
and selling bonds in Issues of $50,000 
may be repeated until bonds to the 
amount of tw enty times the bank’s 
paid up capital are outstanding. 
If 
each bank should have only its re­ 
quired minimum paid up capital of 
$750,000 this plan will provide eventu 
ally, if all the authorized bonds o 
the twelve banks are sold, over $180, 
000,000 to lend on first mortgages on 
farm land. 
The banks, however, can 
increase their capital stock above the 
required minimum and so increase the 
amount of l>onds they can sell and thus 
increase the total am ount of money 
available for loans on farm mortgages 
To make these bonds attractive to in 
resters tile bonds, together with the 
mortgages upon which they are based, 
are exempted from federal, state, mu 
nicipal and local taxation and a n 
made legal investm ents for fiduciary 
and trust funds. 
Tile capital stock of 
the federal land banks is also exempt 
from taxation. 
Federal reserve banks 
and member banks of that system are 
empowered to buy and sell these bonds. 
They are to be issued % denominations 
of $20, $50, $100, $500 and $ lv000. 


Organization of Banks. 
The temporary management of tile 
federal land banks is to be in the 
hands of live directors appointed li­ 
the federal farm loan board. 
As soon, 
however, a s the subscriptions from the 
loan associations total $100,000 regular 
directors are to be appointed as fol 
lows: Three district directors, resident 
in the distinct, shall be appointed by 
the federal farm loan board to repre­ 
sent the public interest, and six local 
directors, resident in the district, shall 
be elected by the farm loan associa 
tions. who m ost lie stockholders In the 
bank. 
The federal farm loan board 
shall designate one of its appointees to 
act as chairman. 
The act requires 
that at least one of the three district 
directors shall be experienced in farm 
ing and actually engaged at the time 
of his appointm ent in farm ing opera 
tions within tile district. 
Any com 
pensatlon paid to the directors must 
be approved by the federal farm loan 
board. 
Each loan association must have a 
board of directors and a secretary 
treasurer. 
The directors shall serve 
without pay. 
The secretary-treasurer 
shall receive such compensation as 
may be determined by the board of di­ 
rectors. 
The association must appoint 
an appraisal committee for the pur 
porn af imbuing lands offend as se­ 
curity for l o a n s . 
No member of sih;h 
committee shall have any Interest in 
the property upon which be passes. 
To provide funds for current ex­ 
penses the loan association may re­ 
tain as a commission from each inter­ 
est paym ent not to exceed one-eigbth 
of I per cent semiannually upon the 
unpaid principal of the lqj$n. 
This 
commission is to lie deducted from tho 
dividends payable to such farm loan 
association by the federal land bank 
If the commissions are not adequate 
and an association does not wish to 
assess members for current expenses 
it may borrow at G per cont from the 
federal land bank to an amount not to 
exceed in the aggregate one fourth of 
its bank stock. 
The law requires 
both 
the 
land 
banks and the farm loan associations 
to m ake provision for certain reserves 
before they can pay any dividends. 
In sections whore local conditions ii" 
not make the formation of associations 
practicable Hie farm loan board ma} 
authorize the federal land bank to 
make loans through agents approved 
iiy the board. 
These agents are to lie 
banks, trust companies, mortgage com­ 
panies or savings institutions chartered 
by the state. 
They may receive a 
expense in- 
loan and lr. 


I Making the Little f 
Farm Pay 


By C. C. B0WSFIELD 


Owners of small farms have taken 
up the question of beef production. 
There is a decided movement in fax or 
of m eat animals in the central west. 
and the educational effort now' going 
forw ard is bound to I lave a good ef­ 


fect 
This is a profitable branch of farm ­ 
ing in more ways than one. 
Meat 
values are on such a high basis that 
farmers can more than double their 
money on beef where they raise their 
own stock. 
Beef raising disposes of 
fodder and grain to the best advan­ 
tage, keeps up soil fertility and adds a 
large cash income to the revenues of 
the farm. 
“I saved $7 on every calf I raised for 
the baby beef feed lot last year.” said 
L. IX W hite of Union county, la. “Be­ 
sides, they had more quality, more 
ability to lay on fat and more feeding 
capacity than any I could buy. 
The owner of a small farm who lins 
equipped his place with a silo and es­ 
tablished a field of a1 alfa can profit 
ably handle a carload of beef cattle 
every year.

It Is the M ost Accurate Timekeeper 
M an H as Devised. 
In the Case School of Applied Science 
iii Cleveland there is a clock that holds 
the world’s record for accurate time­ 
keeping. 
Over a period of several 
months it '■■bowed a variation of only 
eiglit-thousnndths of a second a day 
which in a year’s time would be less 
than three seconds. 
Ship chronometers, which arc the 
most accurate time measuring instru­ 
ments in general use, cannot keep true 
time within less1 .than three to five sec­ 
onds a month. 
.Marine observations 
are absolutely dependent on accurate 
timepieces, but ship’s officers have to 
be satisfied if they can adjust their 
chronometers so that they will either 
gain or lose a certain amount each day. 
Then they add or subtract and get ab­ 
solutely correct time. 
In plotting rec­ 
ords of a ship’s timepiece its desirabil­ 
ity Is judged by a line that ascends or 
descends with absolute regularity. 
If 
the line rises and falls the instrument 
is worthless. 
The Case clock stands on a stone pier 
independent of the building that ex­ 
tends sixteen feet to a natural shale 
foundation. It is In a small room sur­ 
rounded by two other rooms, all built 
with brick walls. Gas stoves heat the 
outer rooms, and electric contact ther­ 
mometers regulate the temperature. 
The gas stove flame automatically rises 
or falls with the variation in the out­ 
side air temperature. 
Thus on warm 
days in August the flame in the gas 
stove is very low, while in below zero 
January it burns at its brightest. 
In 
the clock room itself the temperature 
is adjusted by an ordinary sixteen can­ 
dle power incandescent lamp that is 
flashed on and off by another electric 
contact thermometer. Tho school strict­ 
ly enforces the rule that there must 
never be more than two people in this 
inner room at one time. 
The clock, which stands five feet 
high, has three separate dials that reg­ 
ister the hours, minutes and seconds. 
It Is Inclosed in an airtight glass jar, 
Inside of which are delicate instru­ 
ments for measuring temperature, at­ 
mospheric pressure and moisture. 
A 
small amount of chloride of lime, which 
Is an efficient desic cating material, is 
kept always in the jar to absorb th© 
moisture. 
By the aid of a set of dry batteries 
the clock automatically winds itself 
every seven minutes. The movement 
is adjusted slow or fast by pumping 
air in or out of the glass container. 
Observations ar© made from the outr 
aide through double glass windows 
through the separating walls and by 
means of a small electric lamp placed 
over the dials. 
Not only can this wonderful piece of 
clock mechanism be adjusted to show 
less than a three second annual varia­ 
tion, but it is also possible to make 
electric connections with other similar 
clocks elsewhere. With this as a mas 
ter clock the others can be made to 
keep the same accurate time.—Youth’s 
Companion.

The Man Who Penned the Dec­ 


laration of Independence. 


WORK OF TIMOTHY MATLACK, 


LOWER CALIFORNIA. 


He Was a Clerk In the Continental 
Congress W h e n T h a t Immortal Docu­ 
m ent W as Adopted and W a s Also the 
Finest W r it e r In the Country. 


Rugged and Barren, It W a s Once a 
Land of Fable and Adventure. 
Lower California, once a land of fa­ 
ble, romance and thrilling adventure, 
is one of the most sparsely settled re­ 
gions of the Mexican republic. 
It has 
an area corresponding in size to that of 
the Atlantic coast peninsula of Flor­ 
ida, but nearly 700 miles more coast 
line owing to its extrem e length of 700

Who w rote the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence? Thomas Jefferson, of course; 
every one knows that. 
Hut who beld 
the pen, and formed the rotters on the 
great piece of parchm ent th at the 
members of the Continental congress 
signed? It is one of the largest official 
papers In existence—ope skin of parch­ 
ment nearly three feet long and more 
than two feet wide. 
The w riting is 
nearly tw ice the normal size and Is 
unusually handsome and clear. 
The secretary who was ordered to 
promulgate 
the 
work was 
Charles 
Thomson, a man of high character, 
who had been the principal of a school 
at New Castle, fiji., and an active pa­ 
trio t The ftp * congress chose him as 
secretary in 1774, aud It. held the of­ 
fice w.til 
file Continental congress 
passed out of existence on March 2, 
1780. Durfnfi all those fifteen years it 
was only on rare occasions th at any 
other hand than his wrote in the jour- 
mybOne of the clerks in Thomson’s office 
In 177.7 and 1776 wag Timothy Matlack, 
who died at Ilolmesburg, Pa., in 1820, 
when he was ninety-nine years of age. 
To carry out the order of the con­ 
gress that the Declaration be pro­ 
claimed, Thomson needed more than a 
score of copies, for he had to send it 
to every one of the states and to the 
army. 
So, to save time, lie did not 
attem pt to have any copies w ritten off 
with the pen, but sent the original 
draft, which the congress had passed. 
to the official printer, John Dunlap. 
The following morning the printed 
copies were in Thomson’s hands. They 
were printed on one side of the paper 
on large sheets eighteen inches long 
and fourteen and a half inches wide in 
the form known as broadsides. 
It was from one of those copies that 
Philadelphia first heard the Declara­ 
tion read, and it was one of them that 
became the official copy, for Thomson 
had not copied the Declaration even 
into the Journal of the congress before 
he gave it to the printer; but when he 
wrote the journal for July 4 be left 
a blank space for the Declaration, ami 
the next day, with two w afers of red 
wax, lie fastened in the printed broad 
side. 
I have said th at sometimes an entry 
was made in the journal of the con­ 
gress by another hand than Thomson s. 
The first of those occasions was on 
June 12, 1777, when Timothy M atlack 
recorded a ^solution to set aside a 
day for fasting and prayer to avert the 
desolating calam ities th at seemed to be 
impending. 
Matlack had been appoint 
cd a clerk in Thomson’s office on May 
17, and five days later, on May 20, he 
wrote out the most im portant docu­ 
ment that the congress had issued up 
to that time—the commission to George 
W ashington to be commander in chief 
of the American army. The identifica 
tion of Hie penm anship of the commis

a man in the country who was Mat 
lack’s equal as a penman.

Varying in width from thirty to 170 
miles, Lower California is a rugged, 
barren strip of land, with a mountain­ 
ous backbone largely of volcanic ori­ 
gin.

The southern portion of the peninsula 
has some rain, but tho northern section 
is dry and arid, producing cereals, to 
bacco, grapes, cassava and sugar cane 
only after teeing thoroughly Irrigated. 
The mineral resources are valuable 
and varied. 
Gold, silver, lead, copper, 
salt, gypsum, turquoises, opals and gar­ 
nets are profitably mined. 
The silver 
mines of La Paz were worked by the 
Jesuits as early as 1700, three years 
after the famous padre, Salvatierra, 
established the first perm anent Spanish 
settlement in the land. 
The magnificent M agdalena bay, on 
whoso protected waters, forty miles

Spraying For Codling Moth. 
In answ er to a correspondent who 
asks when it Is necessary to spr&y tor 
the codling moth and whether spray­ 
ing for the San Jose scale will hurt 
trees already in bloom, Zoologist ll. A. 
Surface of the Pennsylvania depart­ 
ment of agriculture says: 
“It is always considered necessary to 
spray all apple, pear and quince trees 
for this pest when they are bearing 
fru it 
If there is no fruit on y o u r, 
trees there is no need to spray for, 
codling moth. As you doubtless know, | 
this is the insect that makes w orm y1 
apples, pears and quinces. Every good; 
fruit grower sprays for this pest, 
for no other. 
The first spraying is 
made shortly after the petals or flow­ 
ers fall, and the second spraying is 
made about a month from that date. 
The m aterial that should be used is 
one gallon and one quart of strong 
lime sulphur solution, either home­ 
made or commercial, in forty-nine gal­ 
lons of water, and to this Is added 
either one pound of dry arsenate of 
lead or two pounds of arsenate of lead 
paste. 
For the second spray use the 
same m aterial as for the first
